1. AT JUNE 17 POLADS MEETING, US REP CIRCULATED PAPER ON 
SOVIET FOREIGN POLICY AFTER CSCE WHICH WAS SLIGHTLY EDITED 
VERSION OF REF C. HAVING RECEIVED THEIR CAPITALS' REACTIONS, 
SEVERAL ALLIED REPS AT JUNE 24 POLADS PRAISED PAPER S LUCIDITY 
AND SUGGESTED THAT ANY NATO STUDY ON THIS SUBJECT SHOULD 
MAINTAIN THE SAME DIRECTNESS OF STYLE AND SIMILAR LENGTH. 
ALLIED REPS COUPLED THESE OBSERVATIONS WITH APPROVAL OF US 
INITIATIVE. 

2. SOME ALLIED REPS NOTED THAT OUTCOME OF RAPIDLY MOVING 
CSCE SITUATION COULD INFLUENCE THE CONCLUSIONS OF SUCH 

A POLADS STUDY. THEY SUGGESTED, AND COMMITTEE AGREED, 

THAT DRAFTING OF POLADS PAPER SHOULD START AFTER 
SUMMER VACATION PERIOD. US REP EXPRESSED HOPE THAT 
OTHER DELEGATIONS WOULD SUBMIT NATIONAL CONTRIBUTIONS 
DURING COMING WEEKS SO THAT A FUND OF MATERIALS WOULD 
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BE AVAILABLE WHEN DRAFTING BEGINS. BRUCE 
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
